It costs Uncle Sam something over 


a billion dollars a year, praciically 
$3,000,000 a day, counting work days, 
holidays and Sundays, to run the ma- 
chinery of his government. The ma- 
tional cost of living has just about 
doubled in the past 20 years. Back in 
the early nineties Thomas B. Reed, 
then speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, replied to the charge that 
Congress in its two years' sittings 
had appropriated a billion dollars 
with the famous statement, "This is 
a billion dollar country." It was not 
until 1909, however, that the expenses 
of any single year exceeded a billion 
dollars, and from 1910 to 1912 the 
figures dropped below this level. Be- 
ginning with 1913, however, the cost 
of governing the American people 
has continued at more than a billion 
dollars annually, and it is not likely 
rhat it will again fall much, if any, 
below that figure. It is safe to say, 
therefore, that the United States 
now is not only a billion dollar coun- 
try, but a billion dollar a year coun- 
try. 


Two causes have contributed large- 


ly to this increase in the cost of run- 
ning the government business of the 
American people. 
One is that the 


country has been growing rapidly in 
population, wealth and 
resources. 


The other reason is that we are get- 
ting more government than at any 
time in our previous history", and in 
government it is quantity not qual- 
ity that is expenshe. The multipli- 
cation of governmental activities, the 
creation of new boards, commissions 
and departments, and especially the 
much greater acthity of the federal 
government in regulating the affairs 
of business has added greatly in re- 
cent years to the price that Ameri- 
cans pay for their rationality. 


It is true that those who claim that 


the affairs of the nation are not con- 
ducted \-\ith due regard to economy 
can show that there Is extravagance 
in certain fields of governmental ac- 
tivity, and that the cost of running 


i the machinery has advanced more 
rapidly than have population and 
wealth. The late Senator Aldrich is 
reported to have declared on one oc- 
casion he could save ?3oq.ooo.ooo a 
year in national expenses if he could 
introduce businesslike methods in 
r.ll the departments. During Presi- 
dent Taft's administration an econo- 
my and efficiency commission was 
created \\hich made a careful study 
of governmental 
expenditures 
and 


recommended various money-saving 
reforms, but Congress never has paid 
an;.- particular attention to these sug- 
gestions. In this respect Congress re- 
flects the spirit of the country, for 
few Americans devote any thought 
to the way in which the money they 
provide through taxation is spent. 
Probably not one in ten thousand 
could name half the items running 
to Sioo.ooo.ooo a year or more on 
which his money is expended. Hardly 
a greater number could tell with any 
degree of acctiracy how the enorm- 
ous sum of a billion dollars a year is 
raised, although on this side of the 
ledger the matter is brought more di- 
rectly home to the average citizen 
through the taxes which he pays 
knowingly or unconsciously. 


The two main sources of revenue 


for the government are taring duties 
and internal revenue duties. Each or 
these has brought in over $300.000.- 
ooo annually for several years past- 
Receipts from the income and cor- 
poration tax are relatively small, and 
probably will not amount to more 
than S6o.ooo.ooo. The so-called war 
taxes are expected to bring- in a lit- 
tle less than $50.000.000. Formerly the 
customs receipts were larger than 
those from internal taxes, but since 
the reduction ot duties by the Under- 
\\ood tariff law arid the imposition 
of the corporation and income taxes, 
which come under the general head 
of internal revenue, the latter have 
jumped far in the lead. 


While most persons know in a gen- 


eral way of these two divisions o: 
governmental income, it may sur- 
! prise many Americans to learn that 
the chief reliance of the government 
for its support is upon liquors and 
tobacco. This is the fact, however. 
In 1013. the last full year for which 
figures are available, the revenues 
from alcohol and tobacco amounted 
to $352.Deo.of>o. or almost one-half the 
ordinary 
net 
receipts 
ironi all 


sources, excluding' postal revenues. 
This vast si:in includes import duties 
on 
foreign 
liquors 
and 
tobacco 


brought into this country, as well as 
the internal taxes upon those pur- 
chased here. Wines and liquors yield 
a TT.UCJ: larger amount than tobacco, 
the total from the former amounting 
to considerably more than ?nx>.or>a-

On the debit side the largest share 


of Uncle Sam's outgo is represented 
by the expenses of the various ex- 
ecutive department?, which amount- 
ed to $660,000.000 last year. Of these 
various branches of the national ad- 
ministration the department of the 
interior, with disbursements of $218,- 
ooo.ooo, was the most expensive to 
maintain, but this was because of its 
enormous yearly payment of Si/5,- 
ooo,ooo^to meet the pension roll. The 
poatoffice department, with its outlay 
of 8262,000,000. is not counted in this 
comparison because most of its ex- 
penditure is returned in the form of 
postal receipts. 


Next to the department of the in- 


terior the war 
department takes 


rank as a spender of millions with a 
yearly outgo of $162,000,000. By. no 
means all of this is spent upon the 
army, for the war department has 
charge of many other activities. On 
the single item of improvements to 
rivers and harbors v/hich comes un- 
der its jurisdiction, the amount ex- 
pended last year amounted to 840.- 
000,000. The navy department re- 
quired $134,000.000 for its operation 
last year, but only $29,000,000 of this 
was spent upon additions to the 
fighting strength of the navy. 
The 


department of state is the cheapest 
to run of all the important lines of 
executive 
operation, 
costing onu- 


$5,000,000 a year. 


Compared to the executive branch 


of the government, Congress, though 
appropriating all the money, is rela- 
tively an inexpensive body. Its yearly 
cost is only $13.000.000, and of this 
$5.500.000 is required for printing, a 
large part 
of which undoubtedly 


could be dispensed with to the ad- 
vantage of the country-. The cheap- 
est of the three supposedly co-ordi- 
nate branches of the government, 
however, is the judicial, on which 
only SQ.OOO.OOO a year is expended. 


"Pay as you go"' alwaj'S has been 


the policy of the American govern- 
ment in times of peace, and to this 
end the attempt is made to balance 
income and expenditure as nearly as 
possible. At the present time, how- 
ever, it is practically certain that 
Uncle Sam will end the current fiscal 
year on June 30 with a large deficit 
confronting him. Just how large this 
will be is impossible to predict ac- 
curately because of uncertainty as to 
how much the income and corpora- 
tion taxes will bring in during the 
next month, but with only §15.000.000 
on hand at present and receipts from 
imports far below expectations the 
deficit at the end of the year can 
hardly fall below $30.000.000. and rnay 
axnount to twice that sum. This does 
not mean that the treasury will be 
out of funds, for the balance in the 
general fund at the end of the last 
fiscal year was over Si6o.ooo.ooo. so 
that even with a deficit much greater 
than is expected the 
government 


would enter the next fiscal j-ear with 
$100.000.000 or more on hand. As soon 
as Congress meets in 
December. 


however., attention undoubtedly will 
be given to the situation, and by 
changes in tariff rates or through 
other" measures additional revenue 
will be provided. Meanwhile should 
foreign 
complications prove unex- 


pectedh- serious, the secretary of the 
treasury has authority at any time 
to issue $240.000.000 of bonds, to 
which the American people would 
ciuicklv subscribe.

29, 1879, the pastor, Rev. J. K. 


Dtmarc-t, announced his intention to 
commence a young people's meeting 
to be conducted by himself weekly, 
to counteract some unfavorable con- 
ditions then springing up among the 
young people.

Beearding, first, the ea=es of the 


American steamers CushiuR and Gu - 
flight, the American Kmbassy has al- 
ready been informed that the German 
Government has no intention ol »uo- 
mittinsi neutral snips in the war zone 
which are guilty of no hostile acts to 
attach by a submarine or submarine* 
or aviators. On the contrary, the 
German forces have repeatecly Been 
instructed most specineally to avoid 
attacks on such ships. 


if neutral ships in recent mouths 


have suffered through the German 
susmariue warfare, owing to mistakes 
in identification, it is a question only 
of ouite isolated and exceptional cases, 
which can be attributed to the British 
Government's abuse oi flags, together 
with the suspicious or culpable be- 
havior of the masters of the ships. 


The German Government, in all 


cases in which it has been shown by 
iis.investigations that a neutral ship. 
not itself at fault, was damaged by 
German submarines or aviators, has 
expressed regret over the unfortunate 
accident, ana, if justified by condi- 
tions, offered indemnification. 


The eases of the Cashing aud. the 


Guiflisht will be treated on the same 
principles. An investigation of both 
cases Is in progress, the result of 
which will presently be communi- 
cated to the embassy". The investiga- 
tion can. if neeessary: be supplement- 
ed by an international call on the In- 
ternational Commission of Injury, as 
provided by Article III. of The Hague 
Agreement of Oct. 18.190/. 


When sinking the Britisn steamer 


Falaba the Commander of the Ger- 
man submarine had the intention of 
allowing.the passengers and crew a 
full opportunity for a safe escape. 
Only when the master did not obey 
the order to Leave-to, but fled and 
summoned help by rocket signals, did 
the German Commander order the 
crew and "passengers, by signals and 
megaphone, to leave the ship within 
ten minutes. He actually allowed 
them twenty-three minutes' time, and 
fired the torpedo only when suspi- 
cious craft were hastening to the as- 
sistance of tne Falaba.. 


Kegarding the loss of life by the 


sinking of the British passenger 
steamer Lusitania. the German Gov- 
ernment has already expressed to the 
neutral Governments concerned its 
keen regret that citizens of their states 
lost their lives. 


On this occasion the Imperial Gov- 


ernment, however, cannot escape the 
jmrjres=ion that certain important 
facts having a direct bearing on the 
sinking of the .Lusitania may have 
escaped the attention of tae American 
Government. 


In the interest of a clear and com- 


plete understanding, which is the aim 
of both Governments, the Imperial 
Government considers it first neces- 
sary to convince itself that the infor- 
mation accessible to both Govern- 
ments about the facts of the case is 
complete and in accord. 


The Government of the- United 


States proceeds on the assumption 
that the Juusitania could be regarded 
as an ordinary unarmed merchant- 
man. The Imperial Government al- 
lows itself ia this connection to point 
out that the Lrusitaaia was one of the . 
largest and fastest British • merchant J 
ships, built with Government funds 
as an auxiliary cruiser and carried ex- 
pressly as =uen in the navy list issued 
by the British Admiralty. 


It js iurther known 10 the Imnerisl 


Government from trustworthy reports 
from it~ agents and neutral passengers 
that for a "considerable time practic- 
ally all the more valuable British 
merchantmen have been 
equipped

The British shipping company must 


have been aware of the dauber to 
which the passengers aboard the Lusi- 
tauia were exposed under these cou- 
ditious. The company in embarking 
them, notwithstanding this, attempt- 
ed deliberately to use the lives of 
American citizens as protection for 
the ammunition aboard, and acted 
against the clear provisions of the 
American law which expressly pro- 
hibits the forwarding of passengers 
on chips carrying ammunition aud 
provides a penalty therefor. The com- 
pany, therefore, is wantonly guilty of 
the death of so many passengers. 


There can be DO doubt, according to 


the definite report of the submarine's 
Commander, which is further continu- 
ed by all other information: that tne 
quick sinking 
of the Lusitania is 


primarily attributable to tue explosion 
of the ammunition shipment caused 
by a torpedo.

us good intentions in staple fashion. 
The realization of these proposals 'was 
defeated, as is well known, by the 
declinatory attitude of the British 
Government.

The purpose of the revolu- 
tion was to rid Mexico of men who 
ignored the constitution of the re- 
public and used their power in con-- 
tempt of the right of its, people, and 
with these purposes the people of 
the United States instinctively and 
generously sympathized. 
But the 


leaders of the revolution, at the very- 
hour of their success, have disagreed 
and turned their arms against one 
another. 


•'All professing the same objects, 


they are, nevertheless, unable or un- 
willing to co-operate. A central an- 
thoritv at Mexico City is no sooner 
-et up" than i: is undermined and its 
authority denied by those who were 
expected to support it. 


•'Mexico is apparently no nearer a 


solution of her tragic trouble* than 
<=he was when the revolution was 
first kindled, and she has been swept 
by civil v. c.r as if by f.re.. Her crops 
are destroyed, her fields lie unseeded,
